A few papers have talked in “who's
afraid™ feshion, but mast of them seem to
be apprecistive of the fact that England is
not now dealing with Ashanteeor Zululand,
or even with Portugal, but witha large and
fairly powerful nation.

There ia, in truth, a distinctly marked
disposition to tread warily. During the
excitement which accompanied the Back-
ville incident, newspaper men, not always
and wholly irresponsible, wrote about the
ease with which New York ecould be bom-
barded and of the vulnerability of San
Frapcisco. Those snme men are com
tively dissreet now, and write chiefly of the
Irish wote in the United States and of the
supposed necessity of politicians to der
to it by making & pretevee of twisting the
British lion's tail, while they earefully ig-
nore the undeniable facts that this country
s npon the eve of a general election and that
the Tories have always regarded “s spirited
toreign policy™ as a trump eleotoral card

Little Engtish Love for Cananda,

The resson for the recent circumspection
fs not far to seek, to those who care to look
for it Despite eflorts of the Imperial
Federstion League and similar organizs-
tions Englishmen bave no particolar love
for Canada. They do mot emigrate to the
Dominion to any large extent, and thev
cannot see that “‘the ties of kindred” are
taken into eoncideration by Canadian tariff
makers. Moreover, Canadjan statesmen
talk and Canadian pewspapers write about
snnexation to the Unit States, “‘unre-
strained by any sentimental feeliogs toward
the mother eountry,” and it has just been
lesrned that the delay in fortifying Esqui-
malt iz dve to Canada’s unwillingness to pay
ite share of the cost,

England’s position seems rather to be
that of mother-in-law, as far as colonies in
gepersl and Cunada in  particular are eon-
cerned, and a knowledge and appreciation
of this is spreading among Engli en, but
it does not necessarily tollow that in certain
circumstances Englishmen would mot fight
for Canads.  Less than three years ago the
Earl of Derby, most cautious of British
statesmen, said to the present wriser, and
the statrment was duly recorded at the time
in TEE Drsparca: “If Canads, through no
fuult of her own, should become involved ia
s gerions dispute with the TUnited States,
if the resources of diplomaey should fail to
avert an armed oonflict, then England
would be bhound in honor and justioce to
sssist Canada with the full might of the
Empire. *

tion.

Two hundred and twenty-seven Tories
rallied round Ralfour in defence of the
threstened Constitution, and the motion was
rejected by & majorit y of 65, but as the prin-
eiple of payment of members has been em-
bodied in the official legislative programme
of the Liberal party, it will be carried into
effect in a year or two, and the Constitution
will doubtless survive the change. It cer-
tainly got on very well for hundreds of
vears, during which members of Parlinment
ywere paid by their constituents The ordin-
ary payment of & county member was four
r!.ilﬁnp per day, and of & borough mewber
two shillings rer day during the session, the
former veceiving in addition an sllowance
for traveling expenses.

Mining Hoyalties a Trifle Steep.

The
first year's operations resulted in the ex-
tnctron of 5,764 ouncee of gold, worth
pearly £20,000, and the company madea
net profit of £11,808 The ori!lnsl proe-
{'"m of the company, drawn by

he sanguine Morgan, promised a yearly net
worth of £47,200, so that the deficiency was
somewbat alarming. S

The yield did mnot tm:mn much in the
following years, and finally the Crown
levied an execution upon the mine for un.
paid royalties and eertain land costs.  Mor-
gan put ali the blame for the failure upon
the Crown officers, who he said not only
levied exorbitant royalties, but interfered
with the enterprise in the most vexations
manner. The company’s most suiking
grievance is that the Crown charged a roy-
alty of one-thirtieth of the gross output
instead of the net profit.
